First off, let me say that I onty 
started buying X-FACTOR when you 
Started writing it.1 don't think much of 
the concept, but | have a lot of faith in you. 
And #7 was the first decent issue of this 
comic—some good development of Scott 
and Jean and a memorable pair of “real, 
radioactive mutants!" However, it's not the 
good parts of issue #7 that inspired me to 
write this... 

At the end of his letter, David Wright as- 
serts that a) he has no trouble believing in 
anti-mutant fervor given the current mood in 
this country, and b) X-Factor is a logical, 
sensible way to deal with such problems. | 
don't buy it on either count. 

Starting with “a” —I'm hardly so naive as 
to suggest it couldn't happen here again, but 
Marvel carries it too far. Any time a telepath 
tunes into the thoughts of normal humans, 
90% of their thoughts seem to be about mut- 
ants and the Menace—surely, even under 
McCarthy's influence people weren't that ob- 
sessive. More aggravatingly, while there are 
plenty of oppressive forces in society, there 
are plenty of positive ones—people trying 
to fight unjust laws and lawsuits, donating 
legal aid, protesting in Washington. In Mar- 
vel, the assumption is that nobody's stand- 
ing up. One of the things that I liked about 
#7 was that we had pro-mutant protesters 
outside X-Factor Headquarters— | just hope 
we see more of this. And | mean having 
groups of supporters, not just rare en- 
lightened individuals. In AVENGERS, the 
Veterans Of Foreign Wars were shown sup- 
porting Namor as a member—how about 
having the American Civil Liberties Union or 
Common Cause go to bat against anti- 
mutant laws, let alone X-Factor? (It seems 
to me that their methods massively violate 
laws and civil rights.) What if a politician 
tned “courting” the mutant vote? (Heaven 
knows, there are enough mutants turning 
up.) Think on it, huh? 

For my second point ... as a solution, 
X-Factor stinks. Its a cop-out. Professor 
Xavier's dream was to unite humanity's two 
branches—xX-Factor is saying it can't be 
done, let's hide our heads in the sand and 
hope it goes away. You want real world? 
When in the history of the world has that 
attitude accomplished anything? 

As | said, one good issue, Louise—but 
this mag has a long way to go.
